HE WHO LAUGHS FIRST 
W 
E are all familiar with the saying that 
“he who laughs last, laughs best.” But 
I suggest as the best laughter the one 
who laughs first— so as to put himself, and 
all about him, in good humor before any 
damage has been done by the cynics, the 
back-biters, and the Mrs. Grundys. 
One thing that made Will Rogers the out­ 
standing citizen and friends of all, was his 
wonderful ability to make people laugh in­ 
telligently. There was always something be­ 
hind his wise-cracks and gentle thrusts of 
humor. 
He not only understood people, but 
he loved them. His great worth to the world 
at this critical time would have been im­ 
mense. 
I can recall the time when the newspapers 
had their comics, and when people laughed 
at even the crudest representations of the 
foibles of men and women. Now, unhappily, 
we are given in their place but a stream of 
illustrated dime novel strips that neither 
relax nor instruct any one. 
W hat m atter if 
many of them had their main character’s 
feet fly out of the last panel? They usually 
got a laugh! 
We need a few Mark Twains to put some 
rich cream on life’s skimmed milk. 
But 
where are they to be found? Perhaps if we 
pensioned a few each year, as benefactors to 
the human race, a goodly number might 
crop up! 
Such a plan would well be worth 
all it cost. 
Abraham Lincoln found in the jokes and 
jibes of Artemus Ward and others, the sub 
stantial straws that saved him from utter 
despair. 
I wish the figures were available for all 
the recoveries made by cheerful and laugh 
provoking physicians. 
I recall one whose 
laugh could be heard the moment he came 
into the hospital where he did most of his 
work. 
He did more for my own recovery in 
that place at one time than anything I can 
think of—outside the two grand nurses, who 
too, were infected by his jokes and rippling 
humor. 
He lives best — and longest — who laughs 
most!

"THE FAMILY,’’ by Nina Fedorova: (Little, Brown: 
$3,501. 
^JIN A FEDOROVA is probably very happy this day, 
and a little worried. She is probably happy be­ 
cause her “The Family,” with which she won the 
Atlantic novel contest, is published today; she is 
worried because publishers have a habit of saying to 
prize-winners: "Now — how about your next book?" 
If you ever win a prize you will know w hat th a t 
does to your morale. 
It is pleasant to be able to report th a t "The 
Fam ily’ is a delight. 
It is a novel of middle length,

Population Center of 
U.S. Moves Eastward 


W ashington. Sept. 20 (AP)—The 
population center of 
the United 
States has moved eastward for the 
first time in history, prelim inary 
census figures indicated today. 
Experts said it would be several 
m onths before the exact location 
could be fixed, but, us far as they 
could tell from early figures from 
almost every state in the union, the 
center would be several miles south 
east of its 1930 location which was 
2.9 miles northeast of Linton, Indi 
ana. 
They 
based 
their 
calculations 
prim arily on the fact th at while the 
total population of the United States 
apparently gained between 7 and 8 
per cent, the south Atlantic states 
gained 12:5 per cent. 
The census bureau already has 
compiled prelim inary 1940 popula­ 
tion totals for every state and for 
the nation, but is guarding the fig­ 
ures for the last six states and the 
nation with unusual secrecy until 
their scheduled releases this week­ 
end. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
most 
informed 
estim ates place the national total 
at 
approxim ately 
132,000,000, 
or 
about 7:5 per cent above the 122,- 
775.046 count in 1930. 
At the time of the first census in 
1790 — with virtually all of the 
country’s inhabitants living along 
the eastern seaboard — the center 
of population was 23 miles east of 
Baltimore. 
Since then, westward 
m igration 
has 
moved 
the 
point 
steadily westward, generally about 
50 
miles 
a 
decade. 
It 
reached 
Columbus, 
Indiana, 
in 
1890 
and 
since has moved only 87 miles.

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MONDAY, JULY 6TH 
Today the people from the surrounding country began to come into 
the town. 
Hundreds of wagons and carriages from every direction filled 
the place. 
They generally brought provisions to give to the wounded 
and in this way showed their sym pathy and gratitude for the happy 
result of the battle. On this day the C hristian Commission arrived and 
began a system atic distribution of supplies. 
I volunteered to work under 
its direction and was assigned to the Pennsylvania College Hospital, 
where the Confederate wounded were kept. All the rooms of the College 
were filled w ith them. Their comrades had to leave them and, suffering 
from every form of injury, they wore a sad and dejected appearance. 
I had a profound sym pathy for them . 
The most th a t could be done 
at th a t tim e was to give them som ething to eat and wash and dress their 
wounds. 
During the day I took the opportunities to look at several 
localities where the fighting had been most severe. 
In one of these 
walks I went to the point where it was intended to break the Federal 
lines by Picketts’ charge. 
It Is now known as the “High W aterm ark,” 
of the Rebellion. 
The ground for several acres was covered with the 
wreckage of both arm ies th a t came in fearful collision there for the 
last time. 
A large num ber of artillery horses lay dead and swollen 
just where they fell. I did not have tim e to go beyond where the second 
day’s fight occurred in the attem pt to capture Round Top. 
TUESDAY, JULY 7TH 
By this time the town was crowded with visitors. Friends and rela­ 
tives came to find those th a t had been wounded or killed. 
The dead 
were being coffined to be taken to their homes for burial among their 
kindred. 
The wounded were being cheered by their friends or being 
furloughed for the time and placed in the hands of their loved ones. 
This greatly relieved the pressure on surgeons, nurses and the volunteer 
helpers th a t were a t work among the immense num ber of helpless soldiers 
of both armies. 
By this time hospital tents had been erected, all public 
buildings occupied and the organized force of the army medical depart­ 
m ent had charge of the work, so th a t little was required from the citizens 
Having spent all the tim e I had to spare I th a t evening rode back to 
York Springs, arriving about m idnight.
